To the Inhabitants of the Town of Pelham qualified 
to vote in town affairs: 

You are: hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
town on the tenth day of March next, at 1.30 of the 
clock in the afternoon, to act on the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing and to elect one person for Selectman for 
three years. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the year ensuing, and make 
appropriation of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise, appropriate 
and set apart the amount of money necessary to secure 
State Aid for the permanent improvement of Highways 
under the law passed January session, 1905. 


4. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise for the repairs of highways and bridges for the en- 
suing year, and make appropriation of the same, and 
determine in what manner the same shall be expended. 


5. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the extermination of moths, 
beetles and white pine blister. 
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6. ‘To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate in addition to the amount required 


by law, for the Public Library. 


7. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for cemeteries for the ensuing year. 


8. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the observance of Memorial 


Day. 


9. To choose two persons for three years for trustees 
of cemeteries. 


10. To choose one person for three years for trustee 


of the Public Library. 


11. To choose one person for three years for trustee 
of the Trust Funds of the Town. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to distribute the inventory blanks when they 
make their annual appraisal in April. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount 


of two per cent on 1925 taxes paid before September Ist, 
2D. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to make changes in 
or additions to the fire equipment, now owned by them 
and if voted in the affirmative to raise and appropriate 
money therefor and choose committees to carry the 
same into effect or take any other action relative thereto. 
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15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money necessary to build a Fire House, 
and if voted in the affirmative to determine in what man- 
ner the same shall be expended. 


16. To see what action the Town will take relative 
to the removal of snow from the highways and if voted 
in the affirmative raise and appropriate money sufficent to 
carry the same into effect, or take any other action rela- 
tive thereto. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of-one thousand ($1000) dollars or 
any part thereof for a term of five years for lighting the 
streets by electricity with the understanding that the rate 
shall not be over twelve (12) cents per k w. hour. 


18. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

Trustees’ Report 


Although little need be said about the library, since 
conditions now remain very much the same from year to 
year, yet it would perhaps be well to mention a few 
things that have occurred the past year concerning the 
library. 

We wish to announce the generous bequest of five 
hundred dollars which was left to the library by the will 
of the late M. Amanda Cloyd for the purchase of new 
books, and the only restriction put upon this bequest was 
the request that one-third of it be expended for books 
other than fiction. Miss Cloyd was always, during her 
life, very much interested in the library and served for 
several years as one of the trustees. She made many 
personal gifts of books and also aided much by her 
valuable advice. The trustees and people of the town 
sincerely appreciate her service and her gift. This money 
is now in the hands of the trustees and will be expended 
for the purpose for which it was given as occasion seems 
to require, and in addition to the money appropriated 
by the town will give us the welcome opportunity to pur- 
chase more new books. 

During the spring of 1924 electric lights were installed 
in the library with money appropriated by the town for 
this purpose. This was done by running wires under the 
street through condict pipe connecting the library with 
the Delco lighting plant in the basement of the town hall. 
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This makes it much more pleasant and convenient and is 
indeed a great improvement over the old kerosene lamps, 
besides being much safer. 

New books have been purchased twice in the past 
year. On account of the regrettable illness of the libra- 
rian, whose knowledge of the books already in the library 
and whose judgment in the selection of new books is 
invaluable, the last purchase of books was delayed till 
about the middle of January. And owing to part of the 
books being missent there was a still further delay, but 
they are now in the library and ready for distribution. 

As there is no unusual expenses anticipated, the trus- 
tees would recommend the usual appropriation of four 
hundred dollars. 

We desire to buy the books the people want, and since’ 
there will probably be more books bought the coming 
year, it is more than ever desirable that people interested 
should hand in to the librarian lists of books they would 
like us to buy as this will be valuable aid to us.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Committee and Superintendent of Schools 
of Pelham: 
I herewith submit my report as Principal of the Pelham 


Hich School. 
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On September 8, 1924, the High School began its 
school year with 12 pupils—}5 boys and 7 girls. The 
enrollment by classes is as follows: Algebra 12, History 
of Civilization 12, English 12, Advanced French 9, First 
year Latin 3, and General Science 3. 

This is an excellent class with several pupils of supe- 
rior scholarship. A fine permanent record book has 
been secured and the records are now being very care- 
fully kept. 

After a visit by Mr. William Morrison of the State De- 
partment of Education, the High School was again ap- 
proved. Our graduates of other years are attending va- 
rious institutions of learning—Lowell High, Nashua High, 
and Methuen High, and are doing excellent work. 

The Civic League, of which the 7th and 8th grades are 
also members, is carrying on several activities. The 
building is kept clean by the housekeeper and their as- 
sistants. The Annual Bazaar, conducted by the League 
last December, was an affair of much pleasure and profit. 

By suggestion of the State Board, much attention is to 
be given in the High Schools to the teaching of the 
Fundamentals—Arithmetic, Spelling, Grammar, Sight 
Reading, Place Geography and Handwriting. Training 
in these essentials is of great benefit. Some musical train- 
ing is also being carried on. 

The High School next year should be a little larger. 
In the 8th grade today are 15 pupils and in the 7th 
gerade are 18. 

It would be well if another year were added to the 
High School course, making this a two-year High School. 
This would accommodate some who probably otherwise 
would go no farther and would add to the prestige of the 
school.

We are very grateful for the good accommodations 
we have and excellent equipment. We suggest, how- 
ever, that the walls of the rooms be painted, some re- 
pairs be made in the building, improved toilets installed 
and regular janitor service secured. 

With the High and Junior High, we are conducting a 
three-year school. My assistant, Miss Mary P. Hannigan, 
a graduate of Lowell Normal School is doing excellent 
work in her classes. There is a good spirit in the school. 
A fair record is being made with reference to attendance 
and tardiness is on the decrease. 

Our thanks are due to the Superintendent of Schools, 
and to the School Committee. We feel much satisfac- 
tion in our school at the present time.

Gentlemen: 


I have the honor to submit herewith my sixth annual 


report as superintendent of your schools. 


Teachers 
When your schools opened in September six out of 
the seven teachers were in your employ for the first 
time. The hiring of new teachers for a rural system of 
schools which does not offer anything exceptional in 
buildings, equipment, salary, or living conditions, is al- 
ways fraught with much uncertainty and danger. The 
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unusual care which was exercised in the selection of 
these teachers together with a favoring chance has given 
you an especially efficient and faithful teaching force. You 
cannot expect to be as fortunate every time you have to 
hire over 85 per cent new teachers. The welfare of 
your schools would be in less danger if you could secure 
a greater permanancy in your teaching force. What 
cannot be offered in salary should be made up in public 
consideration and living conditions. 


High School 

Your high school enrollment has been the largest this 
year since its establishment and | am glad to report that 
the attendance has been more regular. I believe that the 
work now being done is as good if not better than at any 
time in the short history of the school. The deportment 
of the pupils show a better defined purpose than at times 
in the past three years. I speak largely from impressions 
as | have deferred giving my usual number of standard- 
ized tests until later in the year in order that they may be 
made more use of in determining promotions. 


Enrollment 

The average membership in your schools for the school 
years ending in June, has been since 1920 as follows: 

1920, 169: 221, 186:. 2272032023. 105: 24 ee 
and your present membership is 155 which includes the 
dozen pupils in the one year high school. The number of 
school children is probably a fairly good indicator of the 
fluctuations in the population of the town. From this it 
would seem that the town was steadily growing, as is 
usually the case with towns situated in close proximity to 
sizeable cities, until 1923. The discontinuance of service 
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by the electric road has caused at least a temporary set- 
back. Whether Pelham recovers from this embarass- 
ment depends, | believe, on the policy pursued by those 
in charge of its public affairs. Probably the two most 
important factors in determining the trend of emigration 
are accessibility to trade and manufacturing centers and 
the excellent of the public school system. Parents with 
families of children will not move into communities sup- 
porting but poor schools in dilapitated buildings. Nor 
will they locate far from a boulevard when the only 
means of communication with the centers is by auto- 
mobile. Pelham must be generous in the support of its 
schools and the maintenance of its roads if it expects to 
recover even its former prestige, to say nothing of farther 
growth. 

The school buildings of Pelham with the exception 
of the new one are not a drawing card for the town. 
Perhaps the one most serious fault is the toilet facilities. 
The time has gone when people are willing to wallow 
through snow drifts to an outside toilet. They will not 
tolerate such lack of conveniences at home and they de- 
mand that their children shall not be subjected to such 
hardships while in school. Not one of your school build- 
ings, even your new one, has the proper facilities in this 
respect. 

Your five mixed schools are housed in old buildings 
which are unattractive in their exteriors and rather more 
so in their interiors. [| believe a school should be an 
attractive place for the child, in the building, the furnish- 
ings, and the social and moral atmosphere of the school 
room. That such surroundings aid in if they are not a 
part of the education of the child cannot be gainsaid. The 
school has no excuse in any democracy for being less 
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attractive than the average home. You would not toler- 
ate a shrew in the school room, neither should the public 
tolerate a building less convenient or attractive than the 
homes. 2 

I recommend that a building policy be adopted by the 
town by which one of these five building be put in first 
class condition each year, or at least every other year, 
until the five have been completely renovated. Fortu- 
nately the lighting of three of these buildings will not have 
to be altered, but the walls, the floors, the heating, and 
the toilets of all need attention. 


| Civics and Health 

The function of the public schools, as viewed from the 
standpoint of the state, is to instruct and train the pupils 
for the duties of citizenship, otherwise there would be no 
justification for the maintaining of a public school system. 
From the view point of the pupil of the parent the school 
must contribute to the material or physical welfare of the 
child, and in the absence of confidence in this contribu- 
tion the compulsory attendance law would be nearly im- 
possible of enforcement. In this consideration it is signifi- 
cant that the first two of the five objectives of education 
as determined by the National Education Association, 
and generally endorsed by educational authority through- 
sut the country, are citizenship and health. Instruction 
and training in the first concerns primarily the state, the 
second the individual, though both the state and the in- 
dividual profit by both. 

I believe the time has come when we should broaden 
and enrich our courses in both these subjects. The teach- 
ing of citizenship has long been a statutory requirement 
in the public schools of New Hampshire. There is now 
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no lack of proper texts and the teachers are given a com- 
prehensive view and training for this work in our nor- 
mal schools. When the subject is properly handled in 
our schools there will exist little need of a restricted im- 
migration. Instruction and training for health is a more 
recent requirement of our statutes but is one which is 
receiving a decided public approval. Our health pro- 
gram in school should include besides instruction in 
hygiene and training in health habits, inspection and su- 
pervision of growth and development, in which the physi- 
cian, the nurse, the athletic coach, and the home shall co- 
operate. [I am certain we would do well to give these 
two subjects more attention and a more exalted place in 
the program. 

In closing I wish to call your attention to the careful 
consideration of the attached reports from your head- 
master and your nurse. Thanking you for the many con- 
siderations shown me in the past year, this report is,
